though scanty relief has been afforded them by the benevolent efforts of 
a Committee, instituted under the auspices of the late Lord Mayor. 
These Gentlemen have distributed the whole amount of the funds in- 
trusted to their care, as their public advertisement has announced. We 
hope, for the credit of this nation, that the distressed situation of these 
unfortunate Strangers will not be overlooked by the great body of the 
people, since their misfortanes have arisen out of their endeavours to 
establish free institutions, which, but for the violent and op ive con- 
duct of the Holy Alliance, might at this time have blessed their respeg- 
tive countries. ‘To the iionour of our Government, they as lessened 
the distresses of a considerable portion of the Spanish Constitutionalists, 
who fled to this country a year ago. We think they should have ex- 
tended relief to the whole of the individuals whose sufferings emanated 
from the same honest devotion in favour of Liberty. We well recollect the 
large sums of British treasure that were expended on the Emigrants of 
France during the early period of the French Revolution, wha were 
driven on our shores for their bigoted attachment to drbitraty Govert}- 
ment.

What-too is the result, as far as it can be yet 
seen?» “Fhe most gratifying possible to the true friends of the Catho- 
lies: even the Times, with all its disposition to snarl at the Irish 
leaders, acknowledges that this is the first time for many a year that 
winter and Whiteboyism have not set in together. The reluctant
